A Jewish Outrnse. 

London, Aug. 5.— There have been re- 
ceived here advices which give another 
illustration of the hitter hostility against 
the Jews in Russia. The last instance of 
virulent fighting oecured at Elizabcthgrad, 
a fortified town of 58,000 inhabitants, 
situated on the Ingool River, l.'iO miles 
north of Kherson. Anions the inhabitants 
of the place are a number of Jews, who are 
engaged in the ordinary vocation of the 
people of the nation in Russiau cities. The 
fierce hatred of the Jews entertained 
by the peasant population recently 
broke out, and several hundred 
farm laborers, small hud owners and other 
agriculturalists of the vicinity inarched into 
Klizabethgrad and proceeded to the Jewish 
quarter. The panic-stricken Jews, upon 
seeing the mob approaching, made wild 
efforts to concoul themselves, seeking refuge 
in out-of-the-way places of their quarters, 
and, in all possible ways, endeavoring to 
avoid coining in contact with the hostile 
crowd. Amid cries of "Kill the Jews," 
the infuriated countrymen rushed upon the 
trembling Hebrews. They attacked 
the Jewish shops and dwellings, 
driving the owners from them, and 
plundering thein of all their valuables. 
What was not worth removing was destroy- 
ed by the mob. A few of the braver Jews 
resisted this looting of their property,biit by 
so doing only made mutters worse, as three 
of them were killed. Others for the same 
offence wore severely wounded. Although 
the rioting lasted through three hours, the 
authorities, who were well awuro of the 
outrages which wero being committed, 
utterly fuilcd to protect the persecuted 
Jews.

With 
respect to the work oftho salmon hatcheries 
Mr. Young does not think that a single fish 
has at yet been taken which was produced 
at either the Fraser or the Columbia 
hatcheries, although those most likely to 
know estimated that they Bhould have 
made their appearance this year. Indeed, 
he considers that both hatcheries have beun 
total failures.

Parliament Prorogued. 

London, August 5. — Parliament was pro- 
rogtied to-day until October 21. The 
Queen's speech Stated that relations 
of amity existed with all powers. Proposals 
submit to arbitration the differences 
between England und the U. S. relating 
Behring's Sea hud been made. 
Negotiations on the subject were far ud- 
.uced, but not yet concluded. 
The French chamber has not yet approved 
of the agreement to arbitrate certain differ- 
ences; relative to Newfoundland, which had 
been signed this year. Various measures 
hitherto pa-sed to secure observance 
of laws in Ireland, and to improve the gen- 
eral condition of the county had resulted 
in a marked abatement of offences, and in a 
considerable advance in prosperity. Famin 
'iad been averted through steps taken to 
ope with the distress. Hope was expressed 
that the measures adopted dealing perman- 
ently with the congested districts 
would, by fostering ugricultur 
timulating the fishing industry, 
tribute largely to the prevention 
tho f u tnre of dangers that had menaced 
the well-being of Ireland. The speech coll- 
uded by expressing satisfaction with the 
passage of various local measures, which 
were named in detail. 



Snzur Mini Advance. 

New York, Aug. 5. — H. O. Havemeyer, 
president of the American Sugar Refining 
Co., said this morning that ho did not ex- 
pect that there would be any further reduc- 
tion in the prico of granulated sugar, which 
yesterday wus put down to four cents a 
pound by Claus SprockloB. Mr. Havemoyer 
declared that the reduction was caused by 
the overstocking of the market, which had 
been going on over since the tariff provision 
making raw sugar freo went into effect. He 
expected to see, ho said, a steady advance 
in prices from this time on. 

Railroad to lie Sold by Auction. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 5.— There is considerable 
interest in railroad circles over the Bale of 
the Pacific Short Line railway, which will 
be sold at public auction, in Omaha, by the 
receiver, on September 1st. There is added 
interest in the matter from the fact that 
when a decrco of sale was issued, sonic 
weeks ago, an attempt was made to sup- 
press the document.

THE SALMON PACK. 

"The Salmon King" Gives as His OpIuUn 
that Hatcheries are .Failures. 

Mr. Ben. Young, who lias just arrived 
from the Columbia River, estimates that 
the salmon pack there will be about 375,- 
000 cases, this year, or a shortage of 75,000 
cases on last season. Tho salmon aro, on 
ii n average, the largest on record, and, after 
paying $1 each for them all round, tho din- 
ners anticipate that they will be able to 
make a profit. As a rule, when the fish 
are so largo they are not by nny means as 
numerous. Most of tho Columbia River 
pack goes to the United States market, but 
buyers are only purchasing to satisfy their 
immediate wants. This is said to bo be- 
cause the financial stringency makes it dif- 
ficult for them to anticipate the rise in 
values, which is cerlain to take 
pluee, as tho British Columbia pack 
■ 



among the original stockholders are anxious 
to secure control of the road, and, in addi- 
tion, the Chicago & Northwestern ; Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul ; und the 
Illinois Central companies, are figuring 
on getting the line, which runs 
from Sioux City West through Nebraska 
for About 100 miles. In case the Chicigo 
& Northwestern secures possession of the 
road it, will not be built any further west, 
but will be amalgamated with either the 
Freemont, Elkhorn k Mo. Valley, or 
tho Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis & 
Omaha, both of which corporations are 
owned by the C. tc N. W. The Pacific 
Short line bus valuable franchises, and was 
organized to build from Lyons City to Ore- 
gon, to connect tho line leadiug from Cligo 
to Sioux City with the Southern Pacific Co. 
Its route lays through the most fertile, 
agricultural and rattle regions west 
of the Mississippi River, and al- 
so taps the great Wyoming oil 
and coal fields and rich belt of deposits of 
precious metals, covering au extensive dis- 
trict. In case either the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul, or Illinois Central gets 
the line it will undoubtedly be pushed 
westward at an early date. If completed 
according to the original plans, the Pacific 
Short Line will shorten the distance between 
Chicago and Ogden and Salt Lake City, 
and points west of these, by more than 125 
miles, and make a short routo through 
Sioux City, instead of via Omaha and 
Council Bluffs, as at present. 

A Fattier Kills Ills Son. ' 

Philadelphia, August 5. — By an un- 
lucky blow, struck during a quarrel, yester- 
day, J. Henry Juhke, a prominent West 
Philudelphian butcher, became the slayer 
of bis only son and is now prostrated with 
grief over the sad affair. Young Jahke 
drank considerably yesterday morning Bud 
his father remonstrated with him for being 
under the influence of liquor. Tho young 
man resented this and became quarrelsome 
and as he was a powerful fellow his father 
picked up a piece of gas pipe to frighten 
him away. There was no intention on the 
father's part to strike his son; the gas p:pj 
falling over the son's arm as ho grabued 
hia father, striking him on the left temple. 
The wound was not considered of any con- 
sequence! but it grew worse and the young 
man died nt midnight. The father was 
committed to await the action of the cor- 
oner. Mr. Jahke is one of tho most prom- 
inent Germans in the city. He is connec- 
ted with nearly all of the German societies. 

Train Wrecking. 

Kalamazoo, Aug. ti. — A dastardy and 
successful plot to wreck i train was carried 
into execution, this afternoon, on the 
Grand Rapids and Indian railway, near 
Cooper, the first station North of Kalama- 
zoo. The fated train was a through ex- 
press, carrying the Mackinard and Chicago 
sleeping ear, duo here at noon. After 
leaving Cooper, and while the train was 
running at tho rate of 35 miles an 
hour, Engineer Clark Snyder noticed 
what seemed to be an open BWitoh 
a short distance ahead. He quickly 
applied the air brakes, but before the train 
could bo stopped it ran into the fatal trap. 



(From Our Own Correspondent). 
Ottawa, Aug. 5.— In order that there 
may be no mistake regarding Victoria's 
population, it may be well to forward to the 
department an official return of the geo- 
graphical boundaries, showing clearly the 
additions to the city's area since 1881. Tho 
department has just discovered that, from 
the totals mado up to a week ago, a certain 
added area has been omitted ; therefore, the 
city's population requires to be increased by 
700. It is said, also, that one ward of Van- 
couver was omitted through error, thus in- 
creasing the population of thut city 1,200. 

Mr. Earle leaves for home, to-morrow 
night. He thinks the back of the session 
is broken now. Col. Prior continues to 
hold the fort. 

Mr. Charlton, on behalf of the Opposi- 
tion, moved an amendment on going into 
supply, this afternoon, condemnatory of the 
Government's policy on the subject of tim- 
ber limits.

He went to New York to obtain the 
vessel for the St. Lawrence Navigation Co., 
the company had not the means to pay, and 
the boat was left on his bands, She 
only commenced to pay within tho lust- 
three or four years. The annual Govern- 
ment subsidy was §12,500. The boat was 
sold to Nicholas Connolly last February. 
All the proceeds had gone to witness.

Gossip of London Town-Poor Hop 
Prospects-A Flying Trip 
Hack to Victoria. 



The engine wheels caught in the rails and 
ties and stayed on the track, but the rest of 
tho train went over an embankment DO feet 
high. There were about sixty passengers 
on the train and twelve in the Wagner 
sleeping car. In the descent of tho latter 
to tho bottom it rolled over twico and 
finally Tested right side up almost com- 
pletely demolished. The trucks and wheels 
tore with terrific force through the bottom 
of the coach and the escape of the 
passengers from instant death, is nothing 
short of a miracle. Brakcman Conway, of 
Fort Wayne, though badly injured about 
the head, ran to this city for aid. A special 
train, bearing a corps of surgeons, wentout, 
and, in an hour, brought the injured to the 
Borgess Hospital, while the injured are 
being cared fur by the railroad men. The 
accident was caused by a deliberate plot to 
wreck tho train. What seemed to En- 
gineer Snyder to be an open switch, was a 
rail sprung from its place by the bolts 
being taken out.

Dethoit, August 4. — Tliia has been i 
proud dny in the history of the G. A. H 
Tt bus witnessed tlio grandest parade in the 
history of the organization, and 1ms made 
the twenty-fifth or "silver" encampment an 
occasion of grandeur and magnificence sur 
. passing the fondest dreams cherished by its 
humble founder, Dr. Stephenson, of Illinois, 
twenty -five years ago. for six hours to 
<lay, under a bright sun, 40,000 veterans 
tramped sturdily over the line of march, 
and such was the inspiration of the moment 
that even the fee'olest of the maimed and 
crippled comrades found themselves ade- 
quate, to the ordeal of the march. The fir 
ing of a salute from the United States 
steamship Michigan in the harbor announc 
ed to the waiting veterans at 1U. DO that tin 
command to move had been given by the 
commander-in-chief. 

When General Veazey appeared before 
the reviewing stand the vast concourse of 
people clustered about the Cumpua Martins 
cheered thcmsolves hoarse. The general 
reined up bis charger and paused. General 
Alger and Detnit post, his escort, passed 
l«y him and drew up before the reviewing 
stand fronting it, with anus at "charge. 
General Veazey looked on with a gratified 
smile; then, lifting Ids hat gracefully from 
his brow, allowed his horse to pass with 
slow step before them. As he passed the 
reviewing stand every occupant arose to 
liis feet. Foremost was General Miles, 
of the regular army, who had been leaning 
over bareheaded, with his white gloved 
hands knitted above his sword hilt. Gener- 
al Veazey reached the end of the post, and 
the veterans unfurled their dag and struck 
up a lively air and l lie crowd cheered once 
more. General Veazey then rode to the 
stand, and, dismounting, entered his box 
in front, ami the Detroit post passed by. 
The parade continued toward the massive 
war arch. Besides the stall' of the com 
inander-in-chief, there were on the reviewing 
stand, Secict.iry ot War Proctor, Secretary 
f.f the Navy Tracy, General Miles, Assist' 
ant Secretary of tho Interior liussey, two 
or three iiorernors and half a dozen past 
commanders-in-chief. 

KIrTHted Railroad Tor Chicago, 

CHICAGO, Aug. 4.— Jay Gould and other 
New York capitalists, who say they have 
jy,"), 000,000 to put into a switch scheme, 
will build an ole7ated road in Chicago, oon- 
Jiccting the west e.nd south aides. An ordi- 
nance providing for building the road has 
■been framed, accepted by the attorney 
for the capitalists, and is now in the hands 
of Mayor Washburn for consideration. 
Tho scheme is believed to have origin- 
ated in the mind of Jay Gould, during 
Jiis Western trip, a year ago. He was 
astounded ut the lack of street carriage 
facilities in the most populous section of 
■ the city, and whon he returned to New 
York he suggested to a number of capita- 
lists that a Chicago west side elevated road 
would be a paying investment. They made 
inquiries and p^id personal visits to the 
town, aad sent out a number of their own 
■experts to study the situation. 

Everything wus favorable, and a few 
.months ago the capitalists, four in number, 
drew up a statement of their plans for the 
road, and sent it to Chicago. They desired 
to know from Mayor Washburn what con- 
ditions would be satisfactory to tho city, 
and they said they preferred getting an or- 
dinance on a straightforward understanding 
with the city rather than through diplo- 
matic agents working witli the council. 

The mayor turned over the matter to At- 
torney Oougliss and asked him to frame an 
ordinance which would meet all require- 
ments of the law. Mr. Douglass completed 
this recently and it was sent at once to the 
New York moi, who promptly accepted it. 
When it was returned to Chicago it was 
turned over to Mayor Washburn, who has 
it now. The railroad will use no streets. 
It will purchase its right of way, lot by lot, 
from owners of individual holdings.

Charleston, S.C., Aug. 4.— Chester, 
8.C., is in a state of great excitement over 
a duel, which took place on the principal 
streets last night, between E. 15. Sligh, a 
prominent lawyer, and Robt. daggers, 
editor of Public Opinion. Sligh met 
daggers in front of tlie Public Opinion 
office and drawing a pistol covered him and 
administered a cowhiding. J aggers retreated 
into his office and returned in a mcmcnt 
with a pistol and opened fire on Sl'gll, who 
returned the lire. Chief of Police Marshall 
rushed in to separate the combatants, and, 
thinking daggers was firing on him, opened 
fire too ; for two or three minutes tho street 
was full of bullet". Sligh was shot in the 
'face and neck and is in a most dangerous 
condition. J aggers was unhurt, although 
both Sligh and the chief of police emptied 
their pistols at him. Tho trouble grew 
out of an attack upon Sligh in daggers' 
paper. Jagcers has the reputation of being 
somewhat of the George Francis Train type. 
Sligh is a father, and bus been engaged as 
principal in several duels.

Ho fiels $13,500 Damages. 

San Francisco, Aug. 4. — The Supremo 
Court to-day affirmed the judgement of the 
lower court in the cuso of Alex. H. Inger- 
mun vti Austin D. Moore and Hirman C. 
Smith. In Feb ruary, 1SS4, Ingocrman was 
employed feeding a buzz saw in the sawmill 
at Port Discovery, Wu. , which was owned 
by defendants. While at work he under- 
took to pull some slivers from the side of 
the saw, whon bis hand was caught and 
was so horribly mangled that he lost his 
arm. Ho commenced suit in the Superior 
Court of this city to recover $25,000 dam- 
ages, alleging in bis complaint that defen- 
dants had no right to put him at such 
work, when they know ho had never 
run a saw before and was ignorant 
of the danger. He obtained judgment for 
$12,500, half of the sum be sued for. De- 
fendants appealed the case to the Supreme 
Court, and Justice Works wrote a decision 
reversing the judgment and rinding for de- 
fendants. The decision of Works was con- 
curred in by Fox, Sharpstein and Thorn- 
ton. Since the new court came into power, 
Ingerman also suoceeded in getting a re- 
hearing, and, this morning, an opinion was 
rendered, reversing the former decision and 
sustaining the judgment of tho lower court. 
The opinion was written by Justice De- 
lia-, en, and was concurred in by MoFur- 
land, Garrout and Iieatty. 

Realism <>u the Stage, 

New York, August 5. — Tho announce- 
ment was made to-day that Miss Maud 
Harrison, of A. M. Palmer's Co., is soon to 
become the wife of Edward Hell of the 
same company. When the Madison Square 
theatre closed its season, Miss Harrison 
announced that she was going abroad to ob- 
tain a recreation and also to secure some 
new costumes. She sailed a few days ago 
on tho Unibria. Prior to her departure 
nothing was known of her engagement to 
Mr. Bell, even among her friends. The 
wedding, it is said, will take place next 
November. During the past season it has 
beon Mr. Boll's pleasing task to make love 
to the charming comedenno on tho stage. 
Thero has been realism and fervor in his 
acting which has been the admiration of the 
audiences. That his heart was in his work 
was evidenced by to-day's announcement. 

Threatened Revolution In Mexico. 

New Yohk, Aug. 5. — Rumors whicli have 
prerailed for some time concerning a 
threatened revolution in Mexico, for the 
purpose of deposing President Diaz, were 
in a measure confirmed by a passengor, who 
arrived here, yesterday, on board tho 
steamer Yumuri, from Mexico. The mes- 
senger is a man of wealth and influence and 
has always been a warm supporter of Diaz, 
but for prudential reasons he does not want 
to have his name used. Ho said to a 
reporter that there was strong evi- 
dences of a coming revolution in Mexico, 
People are much dissatisfied, or are 
boeoming so, with the administration of 
Diaz. He has been acting in a tyrannical 
manner for some time toward a certain 
class, and, of course, they are much dis- 
satisfied. The speaker said he would not 
be surprised if a revolution broke out within 
tho next sixty days. In anticipation of 
this outbreak, there had been recently large 
shipments of specie. These shipments were 
straws, showing which way the wind of 
public opinion was blowing. On board the 
steamer Yumuri, there was, at least, $399,- 
000 of Mexican silver, which was being 
shipped to Bremen, and about $69,000 for 
Havre. This amount is unusually large, 
and is indicative of the feeling ot uneasi- 
ness which pervades Mexican financial 
circles. 

Will Chicago Have a Tower? 

CllICOGO, Aug. 4 —President Baker, of 
the World's Columbian directors, to-day 
received a proposition by cablo from Mons. 
Eiffel, the architect of the Eiffel towel, for 
permission to erect a tower on the grounds, 
the enterprise to be backed by French 
capital. The cablegram was brief, but set 
fourth that the tower would bo 
superior to the one at the Paris 
exposition. President Baker cabled in 
return, that he was very glad to receive 
tha proposition and would bring it imme- 
diately to the attention of the directors. 
The prospects are that the proposition will 
be looked upon most, favorably, as there is 
yet time in which to build the tower.

CHRIST CHURCH CATHEDRAL COM- 
PETITION. 

To the Editor.— Soma few days ago I 
met an architect who has been a resident 
here for many yeare, who showed me a eopy 
of the conditions for tho above competition, 
which, to say tho least, surprised me, as 
although the committee only propose spend- 
ing $150,000 for a stone cathedral, yet 
they are asking for plans not only from the 
architects in British Columbia but from all 
Canada und England. I am informed that 
the local architects petitioned the com- 
mittee to make this a local competition,, 
und offered suggestions as to how tho Com- 
petition should be conducted, but it seems 
the committee simply ignored this and' 
now ask for twice as many drawings as are 
required and which would cost any archi- 
tect to prepure, at least §500, and this is too 
much for a $150,000 building to Uo built 
in three sections, It would appear to any 
thinking man that this committee have the 
idea that tho architects who wish to com- 
pete for this costly structure have nothing c!bc 
to do but to work to the glory and amuse- 
ment of the committee who must think 
they know so much of architecture. 

1 am sure that the people of British 
Columbia would think it only fair that the 
local architects should have tho first chance 
and then if they failed to submit a plan 
thnt suited, why then get plans from 
the outside world. I admit that tho 
buildings in Victoria do not show much 
architectural skill, but i have seen draw- 
ings of several good designs displayed und 
know there are several new architects here, 
one of whom I knew when a pupil in 
England and who bus made a special study 
of ecclesiastical work in Europe, and whose 
work for tho last six years is well known 
on the Coast, and I am sure would submit 
a design that would be a credit to the city, 
but this young architect could not afford to 
waste so much time to compete under such 
conditions, and I endorse his opinion, us 
during at^ experience of 30 years 
practice in England, I have never 
seen worse, the nearest I ever knew 
being the Edinburgh cathedral com- 
petition several years ago, which cost 
$400,000, where labor and material aro 
less than half the cost here. Trusting you 
will see your way clear to give this an issue:

A PRAISEWORTHY ATTEMPT. 

'i'he members of the Farmers' Alliance 
are naturally indignant at the speculators 
in wheat, who have made time bargains ut 
prices ruinous to the farmers. They have 
wold wheat, to be delivered in December, at 
84 conts a bushel. The angry farmers are 
determined that they shall not be in a posi- 
tion to deliver tho goods. The Alliance 
ihas issued from St. Paul eight hundred 
thousand circulars, in which the facts uro 
forcibly represented, and the farmers ex- 
• borted to do all in their power to baulk tho 
.gamblers. Tho only way to do this is to 
keep their wheat until after December. 
This is how the circular concludes: "The 
■extremely short crop in foreign countries, 
coupled with tho increased demand and the 
absolute certainty that vast quantities of 
American wheat will be required to fill 
foreign orders, makes this a peculiarly 
auspicious time to put our plan, which is a 
simple one, in operation. It is all involved 
in these three words : 1 Hold your wheat.' " 
We have very little sympathy with either 
the principles or the methods of the Al- 
liance, but vre do hope that in this attempt 
to outgeneral tho wheat gamblers it will bo 
successful. It has members enough to de- 
feat the schemes of the speculators, but the 
question is, will they act in concert, and 
can they afford to hold buck their wheat for 
a few months? There is still another im- 
portant question to be answered : if they do 
act as tho circular enjoins, is it at all cer- 
tain that the price of wheat will be as high 
as they expect V 

HAD POLICY. 

When Mr. Howard Vincent addressed a 
meeting in Montreal on the objects of the 
United Empire Trade League, he was op- 
posed by the Hon. Peter Mitchell. Wo are 
.surprised to read that at such a meeting 
Mr. Mitchell was howled down. It might 
bo thought that that meeting was composed 
of men who were too intelligent to believe 
that discussion in a free country could be 
• drowned by the discordant noises made by 
a few impulsive people, and too tolerant to 
attempt to silence an intelligent opponent. 
There aro everywhere hoodlums and im- 
petuous and intolerant bigots, who think 
that they can injure a cause when they, by 
clamorous demonstrations, deny its udvo- 
cates a hearing, but we did not think that 
those who favor fair trade in Montreal be- 
longed to cither of these classes. Mr. 
Mitchell's opposition might not have been 
da the best taste. It is not the fashion in 
these days to have discussions on lectures 
and addresses. No one is expected to criti- 
cise adversely what he has heard. A vote 
of thanks is . proposed in a speech which is, 
from lirat to last, complimentary, and the 
audience, as soon as it is given, decorously 
disperses. This is the fashion of the day, 
and one which some think would bo more 
honored in the breach than in the obser- 
vance. Mr. Mitchell is, evidently, one of 
these. He thought that a little lively criti- 
cism might wake up the audience and throw 
some Hgbt on the subject. Ho may have 
been of the opinion that, though dullness 
may be respectable, it is not conducive to 
intellectual activity, and is not favorable 
to tho spread of correct information. He, 
therefore, thought that a short speech 
.from him might havo a stimulating effect 
upon tho audience. And so it had, but not 
in tho way be anticipated. The meeting 
became moro lively than it had been, but 
the liveliness waa not of the right kind, 
and was not by any means creditable to 
tho6c who exhibited it. It would have 
been better in every way to have allowed 
Mr. Mitchell to huvo had his say. Ho 
never makes a long speech, and live or ton 
minutes spent in listening to what he had 
to say would not have been by any means 
wasted. His being howled down showed 
that the fair traders of Montreal are neither 
ai intelligent nor as tolerant ns they ought 
to lie, and their discourtesy and intoler- 



ance may havo created a prejudice against 
Mr. Vincent and his views, which may 
produce unpleasant results at other times 
and in other places. Tho advocates and 
supporters of a new cause should do their 
best to propitiate- tho public and should 
treat opponents with consideration and 
courtesy. 

A COURTEOUS CONTEMPORARY. 

The Vancouver World is earning for itself 
the character of a common scold. It rails 
at its contemporaries in tho most vixenish 
manner, and that too without the slightest 
provocation. It scolds us and calls us 
names because we have, in a modest and un- 
pretending way, tried to do justieo to Mr. 
Balfour. The Secretary for Ireland has 
proved himself to be not only au able statea- 
man, but a kind and considerate friend of 
Ireland. His policy baa met with a meas- 
ure of success that was altogether unexpect- 
ed. He has acted in such a way as to ex- 
tort the admiration of even his opponents. 
Irishmen who were but a few months ago 
bitterly prejudiced against him are now 
loud in his praise, and even bis avowed 
enemies are forced to acknowledge his 
ability and to admit that his policy has been 
productive of many good results, and is 
likely to be productive of many more. 
Everyone who knows anything about the 
way in which the affairs of Ireland havo 
been administered during the last three 
years or so, knows that Mr. Ilalfour has 
been rapidly growing in public esteem, un- 
til now it is admittced that .he has but few 
superiors among tho statesmen of Great 
Britain. And because we havo said a great 
deal less than this our cultured and cour- 
teous contemporary stigmatizes us as "a 
Tory sycophant," and speaks of our change 
of tone not as an honest recognition of Mr. 
Balfour's universally acknowledged merit, 
but attributes it as a desire to please " the 
'Sir' this and tho ' Hon. ' that— tin plate 
knights who have their habitat at the 
Capital.'' We do not know which to ad 
mire the most, the elegance and tho correct 
ness of our contemporaries' diction, tho 
suavity of its manner, or the depth of its 
discernment. 



it will over take shape or notand, if it dees, 
what form it will assume. It is not for'Alr. 
Luurier or his party to aay whether the 
American tariff is to be adopted as a whole or 
whether thero is to be a sliding scale. They 
must take what the Americans will give 
them or get nothing at all. When 
Mr. Davies admitted that unrestricted 
reciprocity implied dif crimination against 
Great Britain, he allowed what every in- 
telligent man, whether he is Conservative 
or Liberal, knows must be tho case. He 
knows that the Americans aro not such 
fools as to enter into an unrestricted reci- 
procal trade arrangement with Canada, and 
at the same time leave it in the power of 
Canada to havo a lower tariff than that of 
tho United Stites. Here again we see that 
the Liberals must allow the Americans to 
give their policy the shape that best suits 
their interests. It is easy, when the very 
peculiar and the very undignified position 
they occupy is considered, to understand 
why the speeches of the leading members of 
the Opposition were, indefinite, and why 
some of the leas ingenious among them, 
fearing that they might commit themselves 
to some absurdity if they spoke, prudently 
declined to answer the questions put to 
them from the other side of the House. The 
truth is, the Liberals have not had for a 
long time, and have not now, a policy that 
can, with any approach to propriety, be 
called Canadian.

AN IX DEFINITE POLICY. 

Wo are not at all surprised to learn that 
when the Liberals were forced in the dis- 
cussion on Mr. Desjardin'a resolution to de- 
tine their policy, they did not acquit them- 
selves even to their own satisfaction. As 
long as they confine themselves to generali- 
ties about the benefits to be derived from 
reciprocity, and the folly of such near 
neighbors as Canadians and United States 
citizens placing obstacles in the way of 
their trade intercourse with each other, 
their talk is calculated to make a favorable 
impression on their hearers. Almost every 
one on this side of the line is inclined to 
look favorably on reciprocity, and to depre- 
cate nnfrieiidlinesP and shortsighted 3eltish 
ness in trade matters between the two coun- 
tries. So far, Liberals and Conservatives 
think pretty much alike. But, when it 
comes to marking out a line of policy to be 
pursued towards the States, difficulties 
begin to appear. In the first place, it is 
well known that a very large proportion of 
the people of tho United States are de- 
cidedly averse to reciprocity with the Do- 
minion of Canada. " What ia the good of 
free trade with such a country ?" they say. 
" It produces precisely the same thiufis 
that we are trying to find a market 
for, and, by letting in its products 
free, we aro only creating a competitor 
for ourselves in our own market." 
This reasoning, whether sound or unsound, 
niukes a favorable impression on the minds 
of tho farmers of tho northern and north- 
western States, and they consequently 
warmly approved tho McKinlcy policy of 
imposing duties that are utmost prohibitory 
on Canadian agricultural products. These 
duties were imposed, too, after the Canadian 
Liberals had been for years agitating for 
unrestricted reciprocity and commercial 
union. Give us unrestricted reciprocity, 
begged anil prayed the Canadian Liberals. 
The answer was the McKinley tariff, which 
raised tho duties on nearly everything im- 
ported into the States from Canada, and 
imposed duties on commodities that had 
theretofore been free. After this almost in- 
sulting rebuff tho Canadian Liberals keep 
on asking for unrestricted reciprocity, and 
declaring that the principal, almost the 
only, plank in their political platform, is 
frco trade with the United States. When, 
therefore, the Liberals in Parliament are 
asked to show the country how they arc 
going to get this unrestricted reciprocity 
from the Americans, they are naturally at a 
loss for an answer. Mr. Lauder, eloquent 
as be is, cannot keep out of view the fact 
that the Liberals cannot take one step 
towards carrying out what they declare to 
bo their policy without tho consent and 
co-operation of the people of tho United 
State?. This leader of a Canadian party 
is obliged to admit that ho cannot begin to 
carry out his policy without first getting 
the consent of a foreign Government. And, 
yet, Mr. Laurier professes to lie first, and 
before everything else, a Canadian. Then 
when he is asked is it likely that this con- 
aeut will be obtained ? bo must answer 
that ho docs not know. Here then we havo 
a Canadian policy depending upon the con- 
sent of a foreign nation to make it effective ; 
and whether that consent is to be obtained 
or not is, to say the least, uncertain. It ia 
no wonder that tho structure which is at- 
tempted to be built on such a shaky found- 
ation ns this is as rickctty as a house of 
cards. Tho moat ingenious builder in tho 
world cannot make it strong and substantial. 
A clover architect may muko it pretty, and 
children and unthinking persons may ad- 
mire it but it can be destroyed by u breath. 
The Liberal party cannot define its policy 
for the very simple and sufficient reason 
that it dependsupon the Americans whether

At the regular meoting of tho city council 
last evening, His Worship Mayor Grant 
presided, and Aldermen Rauouf, Hunter, 
Robertson, McKillican, Smith, Holland and 
Munn were presont. 

The minutes of the last regular and of 
the special meeting wore approved as read. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

Robert Ward & Co. — In reference to 
sewerage, market and 4 per cent, corpora- 
tion debentures, stated that they would 
not renew their bid on them, but would 
consider any proposition iu regard to them 
from the council. Referred to tho Mayor 
and Finance committee. 

From Drake, Jackson & Jfelineken re 
Capt. Simpson's claim for damages to his 
property, by the ruising of the dam at (ilk 
Lake. The Water Works committee to 
which the mutter was previously referred, 
were allowed one week's further time to 
report, nnd clerk instructed to notify Drake, 
Jackson & Helmcken. 

L. C Henderson submitted an oiler to 
take a correct census of the population of 
tho city of Victoria, for the sum of §800, 
Laid on the table for further consideration. 

J. Pierson submitted a communication, 
offering to take charge of the census, should 
the council desire to take it. Same dis- 
posal as former offer. 

Application of J. W. Wilson for position 
of city carpenter. Referred to Street coin 
mittee. 

Pol! Tax Collector R. Carter notified 
council that he had been ordered out of tin 
customs house by Collector Milne. 

Aid. Munn said that be bad intended U 
bring the matter before the council 
Ho thought that it was wrong 
and unjust for the collector 
collect this tax from the sealers. Many 
of them had received but little money, and 
had really no more right to pay the tax than 
diil tourists. Many of them who came here, 
merely stopped for supplies, proceeded on 
to sea and were now in town on their way 
home to the East. He thought that leniency 
should bo shown. The matter was referred 
to tho city barristers and Finance com 
mittee. 

Robert Ward notified the Council that he 
had received an order by telegraph to ten 
der 98 cents for tho Agricultural Society 
debentures. 

Aid. Renouf said that the offer shotih! 
not be considered, as tho tenders were 
offered at a previous mooting, opened and 
made public, and then laid over for one week 
This placed Dalby k Claxton at an unfair 
advantage. That firm should either be 
awarded the debentures or new ten- 
ders should bo called for. Ho 
moved that the tenders should be re- 
ceived nnd Bled und that Mr. Wartl be 
notified that the council cannot at present 
entertain the tender. The motion was 
seconded by Aid. Holland, aud carried. 

Sewerage Kngiaeer Mohuu submitted his 
report on the progress of the new sewerag 
system, it was as follows : 

SEWERAGE REPORT. 

August 5th, 1891. 
T» His IVorship the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen : 

OkntlKMKN — I have tho honor to report ns 
follows upon tho sewerago works now being 
executed by Mr. A. McUcan for tho Corpora- 
tion : 

Tho whole of tho works completod, or par- 
tially conpletcd, are portions of the outlet 
the Humboldt and Cook streets mains, tho 
threo principal sewers of tho city. 

No work hits been performed on the laterals, 
hitherto owing to the lack of small pipes. 
OUTLET MAIN. 

A channel, 210 feet long, averaging live feet 
deep, has been blasted through the solid rock 
from II. W.M. seawards, for the reception of 
tho outfall pipes. Krotn II. W.M., running in- 
land, a trench has been dug for tho main 
outfall sewer through earth, hard pun, aud rock 
for GO'J feet, nveraging tif teen feet deep, to tho 
entrance of the tunnel. 

The tunnel has been driven 93!) feet, ef which 
581 feet were In earth, 180 feet In burdpan nnd 
125 feet in rock . Six shafts, for man-holes nnd 
ventilators, hnvo been sunk through earth nnd 
rock to tho tunnel from twenty to forty feet 
deep. Beyond the tunnel, on Moss street, AM 
feel of trench hare been cut to grade from ten 
to twenty feet deep, in which the concrete por- 
tion of the sewer, for a distance of 411 feot, has 
been constructed, and 50 feet of brick arch. 

On Snowden street the trench, with an aver- 
age depth of 9 feot, has been dug. and the 
concrete portion of tho sewer laid for about 
1,900 feot, and about fiO foet of brick arch laid. 

On Cook street, the troaoh has been dug 1,- 
009 feet in length, an average depth of 8 icet, 
and about 100 feet of concrete fewer built, ex- 
clusive of brick. 

COOK STREET MAIN. 

The Cook street 18- i neli main has been laid, 
on Cook street, for about 1.1KW leet. and the 
manholes excavated ready for concrete. 

On View street, 180 feet of pipe have been 
laid. 

HUMBOLDT STREET MAIN. 

(In Humboldt street. 877 feet of 20-inch pipe 
hnvo been laid; a considerable quantity of rock 
has been encountered hero. 

On Johnson street, 251 feet of 20-inoh pipo 
have been laid. Considerable difficulty was en- 
countered on Store street in obtaining a solid 
foundation lor tho pipe, through the filling of 
tho Johnson street ravine ; a narrow concrete 
arch was thrown across, on which the pii.es 
rest. On Store street 360 foet and on Chatham 
street 600 foot of 18-inch pipe are in place. 

Through tho rock on Humboldt street three 
shnfts have been sunk to grado, about 17 feet 
deep, and from 50 to GO feet of trench ; all this 
through hard rock. Several hundred feet of 
trench are in a more or less forward state.

Dalby .t Claxton notified the council that 
their offer for debentures, which was de- 
ferred for action, was not a continuing one, 
and tlmt should it be hereafter accepted, 
they would reserve the right of awaiting 
confirmation from the clients for whom they 
acted Tabled. 

Permission asked by James Wilson, 
superintendent of C. P. R. telegraph, to 
erect telegraph poles along Government, 
from Pandora to Trounce avenue, after 
which they would take down the other 
poles. Referred to Street committee, with 
power to act. 

PETITIONS. 

The following communication with re- 
ference to the establishment of a university 
in this city was received and read :—

And, whereas tne commit tee are of opinion 
thnt no more important slop in the Intoroi-ts 
of the progress of our city hats been brought 
before the Council; 

Your petitioners humbly pray that a by law 
be put before the peoulo, at the earliest pos- 
sible date, for the sum of $50,000 towards the 
building fund of the university, 

Your petitioners would respectfully call the 
attention of the Council to the following facts, 
which they believe would amply .justify them 
in granting tho prayer of the petition:— 

Flrst--Tho proposed gift will enable the com- 
mittee to proceed at once with the erection of 
such port ion of the Unlversi y building as will 
suffice for present needs. 

Second— That this grant, from tho city will 
probably ensuro tho gift of an eligible site 
within tho city limits. 

Third— That this grant will greatly enhunco 
the reputation of tho city as a place of resi- 
dence, and tend to tho rapid increase of our 
population, and to onsurotho maintenance of 
Victoria s present position as tho legal, medi- 
cal, scientific and educational centre ot tho 
province 

Signed: C. E. Renouf, Chas. Hayward, W. 
J. Alacuuley, N. Shakespeare, P. McK. Mac- 
leod, G. L. Milno, M.P.P.. and J. N. Lcmmens. 

Mayor Grant and Aid. Renouf urged the 
importance of meeting the committee and 
discussing the matter, and Friday evening 
next was appointed by the Council to meet 
the committee and other friends of higher 
education for the purpose of giving the 
matter consideration. 

The accounts against the city for the 
month of July were read and referred to 
the Finance committee and ordorcd paid if 
found correct. 

BY-LAWS. 

The by-law to fix the salary of the police 
magistrate was read a first time. 

The consideration of disposal of Agrienl 
tural Association debentures was taken up 
and referred to the Finance committee with 
power to act. 

The by-law for the sale of the Deluge 
Engine house property on Yates street was 
ordered placed before the people to 
be voted on, and August 18th was sot apart 
as the day for the election. 

The by-law to raise $,"i0, 000 by debentures, 
for the purpose of increasing the Electric 
Light plant of the city and extending the 
same, was called for a second reading. It 
was ordered placed before the ratepayers on 
August 18th next. The by-law to take 
effect October 1st. 

The cemetery by-law, raising by loan 
$10,000 for cemetery purposes, was read a 
second time. .The debentures run '20 years 
and bear interest at fi per cent. Ordered 
to the vote of the ratepayers on August 
18th. 

COMMITTEE OK T1IK WHOLB. 

For the purpose of considering the by- 
law for the creation of a district telegraph 
and messenger service, the Council went in- 
to a committee of the whole. The by-iaw 
was read. It provides for the erection of 
poles and the extension of its wires through- 
out the city, and prescribes the methods by 
which work shall be done. 

Mr. Benj. Springer, one of the promoters 
of the proposed service, was present, aud 
explained his proposition to tho aldermen. 
He stated that for the system a small, well- 
insulated wire was used, and w;is stretched 
from building to building. The call boxes 
were placed m various business houses. The 
company had secured the privilege from 
the Telephone company to use their poles, 
if necessary, and did not intend to erect 
any poles, except in outlying districts of 
the city, and then only such as were abso- 
lutely necessary. 

Aid. Hunter stated that the clause of the 
by-law which provided that the city could 
not compel the company to put their wires 
underground, unless oilier companies were 
notified at the same time, should be 
changed. 

Aid. Hunter's suggestions wero acted 
upon, and the by-law was changed accord- 
ingly. 

The committee then rose and the Council 
re-assembled. 

The by-law then received its second read- 
ing and was passed. 



The various committees submitted their 
reports, which were adopted. 

The cost of operating tho homo for the 
aged and infirm poor, as reported by the 
committee, was for .Inly, $201.51. There 
were fourteen inmates, one of whom died. 
The committee recommended early action 
towards the erection of a home on the 
ground donated by R. I' Rithet, as there 
were others who needed the accommoda- 
tions of the home. 

RESOLUTION. 

Aid. Hunter introduced the following 
resolution, which was seconded by Aid. 
Robertson : 

Whereas, It bus been represented to this 
Council that the collection of the §.'( school 
lax from men on the sealing vessels which 
ire returning to this port indicts injustice 
tnd hardship i upon many. 

Ami whereas, A doubt exists as to the 
legality of collecting tho said tax in such 
cas?s. 

Re it therefore re.iolved, That the Financo 
committee lie requested to instruct the 
collector of the said tax when in their 
opinion injustice or hardship is inflicted on 
the parties from whom the tax is sought to 
be collected, or when in their opinion a 
doubt exitts as to the legality of such 
action. 

The resolution was tabled pending tho 
decision of tho city barristers, to whom tho 
question had previously been referred in 
the matter of Collector Carter's letter. 

The Council adjourned at 11:30 o'clock.

Detective Ropers Used the Right Bail 
[to Draw Ahlefelt Rack to 
California. 



The True Story of the Innocent Scan 
dinavian Farmer— Where His 
Cash Came From. 



Every one who reads the newspapers will 
romemher the case of Chris. Ahlefelt, who, 
as aoon us ho ha.il disembarked from the 
San Francisco steamer, a few weeks ago, 
hail two of his fellow-passengers arrested 
for cheating him out of his hard-earned sav- 
ings at a game of cards. 

The accused " sure thing men" were ar- 
rested by Sergeant Langley, to whom Able-' 
felt told a pitiful story, assuming the role 
of a lamb liko lustic, coming here to take a 
farm, and, owing to his limited acquaintance 
■with the ways of the wicked world, falling 
an easy victim to the bold, bad gamblers lie 
met on the Umatilla. It is true that Ahle- 
felt admitted that he thought he had a 
"sure thine" himself, and would have said 
nothing if his plans had not been defeated ; 
but his story was believed, and the police 
were just a little astonished when the case 
came up on remand, to find that the prose- 
cutor hud disappeared. Ho has not been 
seen in Victoria since, ami the gamblers, 
after spending a week in jail, awaiting his 
return, were liberated. 

Now it is apparent why Ahlefelt did not 
return, and the Son Francisco papers throw 
a now light upon his rustic character. 

On Saturday last, the trial of Chris. 
Ahlefelt, alias Charles Adler, on a charge of 
embezzlement, was begun in Judge Troutl's 
court, .San Francisco. The defendant, who 
claims that his full name is Charles Ahle- 
felt Anderson, says tho Examiner, is the 
man who procured tho insertion of the fol- 
lowing advertisement in a California morn- 
ing daily on May '21th: — 

A WEALTHY GKNTLKMAN AT PRES- 
ent travelling In California, who owns a 
large estate in Europe, wishes tho acquaint- 
ance of a joung lady or widow of Borne means, 
with a view to niatrlniomy; one who will appre- 
ciate » good home and a kind husband; only 
thoBO who are honorable and true noed answer; 
for such a bright futuro Is assured; full name 
and address roquired: others will not be recog- 
nized, as this is s. rlctly confidential and honor- 
able. Address. GENTLEMAN. 

To this advertisement, Ahlefelt received 
no less than 5!) answers, one of them being 
from Emily Schorkopf. With this young 
woman he entered into correspondence, 
soon meeting her personally and becom- 
ing well acquainted. The result of 
the acquaintance, according to the state- 
ment of the prosecution, was tilut she en- 
trusted him with $300 belonging to her, 
with which he decamped for Victoria. This 
was the money that he alleged to have saved 
from long years of hard work at the plow, 
and a part of which he " dropped " in the 
card game on the Umatilla. 

Shortly after hia departure from the Bay 
City, Miss Schorkopf learned that Ahlefelt 
was a married man, and, becoming convinced 
that bis vows were empty ones, she placed 
the matter in the hands of Detective 
Rogers. With her permission that gentle- 
man concocted a touching little telegram, 
in which Ahlefelt was affectionately en- 
treated to return to San Francisco, the con- 
cluding lino of the dispatch being the im- 
portant, part of it. It read : 

I neod your advice and assistance particular- 
ly now, as mamma lias given mo ?'>00 more. 

Emily. 

Buck he came on the wings of the wind, 
and then hurried to the Golden West Hotel, 
where Miss Schorkopf was stopping. There 
ho rushed into the arms — not of the fair 
and gentle Miss Fmily, but into those of 
the affable Detective Rogers. 

" Where's that 5300? " remarked Rogers. 

"What $300?" 

" Miss Schorkopf's. Dig it up if you've 
got Any of it left. 

Ahlefelt went down into his pockets and 
brought out 51-10 and Eome odd dimes and 
nicklcs. 

"I haven't got the rest with me," he 
said. 

" Where is it? " 

" I was swindled out of it." 

" How ? " 

" Gambling." 

"All right; take a walk down Kearny 
street with me." 

Forthwith Ahlefelt was placed under 
arrest. 

This was, in effect, the story told in the 
■witness box by Detective Rogers and Miss 
Schorkopf, the latter being a rather brightly 
colored and brilliantly clad young woman ; 
but Ahlefelt, when testifying in his own 
behalf, told a very different tale.

EXPLORATIONS IN ALASKA. 

Fixing the Boundary bine— Moose Meat and 
Turnips Mako Men Fat. 

(San Francisco Chronicle.) 

The steumcr St. Paul arrived July 30th, 
with the Turner survey party, who have 
been going over the boundaries of the 
United States and British Columbia on the 
Porcupine river in Alaska. The result of 
their surveys gives the United States 30 
miles mora of river than formerly. This 
makes the boundary line 1210 miles above 
Fort Yukon. 

Dr. W. V. Kingsbury, of tho J. E. Mc- 
G rath surveying party, which went north 
to re-survey the boundary lino t>f the United 
States and British Columbia on the Yukon 
rirer, came down on the steamer. No 
deviations wore found in the previous sur- 
vey. J. A. French, of tho sumo party, also 
returned. The remainder of the party are 
expected to arrive next September, if they 
are fortunate enough to catch a steamer. 

" Wo were located on the Yukon river," 
said Dr. Kinsbury to a reporter, last oven- 
inif, "at ■ point called Forty-mile Creek. 
There were eight in our party, all told. 
Reports, I understand, were sent out that 
we worn in a starving condition, mid that 
our only food was moose meat ami turnips 
The latter portion is correct. Everyone, 
however, with but ono exception, got fat on 
this diet, and tho odd man did not lose any 
flesh, as I can truthfully state. There was 
not a single ease of sickness all tho time I 
was in camp. 

" The first winter wo were out was tho 



most severe. It was considered nothing 
when we took our observations, when the 
thermometer did not go under 35 deg. be- 
low zero, and it frequently went down to 
00. One's breath on the telescope glass 
would frequently freeze us thick us a quar- 
ter of an inch. 

"Tho gold mines near Forty-mile Creek 
aro very rich, but it takes nearly two years 
to develop them so that paying dirt can bo 
got at. The ground freezes to a depth of 
several feet, and is like solid rock to clear. 
One nugget taken out a year ago from a 
three-year-old claim was worth $52. Smaller 
nuggets are very common. Somo of the 
miners have been in those regions for the 
past seven years. They seem to make it 
pay, but their life there really unfits them 
for returning to civilization."

VISIT Of THE FRKKCI1 FLEET. 

London, Aug. 4.— The French fleet is to 
arrive at Spithead, on the morning of 
August '20, Mid in the afternoon tho Queen 
will receive tho oflicers at Osborne, and 
they will dine with Hor Majesty in the 
evening. On the morning of the 'Jlsfc, the 
Queen, accompanied by the Duke and 
DucheBs of Edinburgh, and Duke of Con- 
naught, will pass around the licet in the 
royul yacht Albert. The l'rinco of Wales 
is to leave for the continent, according to 
present arrangements, on the evening of 
August Hi, direct from Hamburg. He will 
remain in Hamburg until September 5, and 
then proceed to Denmark, to visit the King 
and Queen at Fiedburg, where the Princess 
will already have arrived. 

ORDER OF Til H DLACK EAGLE. 

Emperor William offered to make Lord 
Salisbury a Knight of tho Black Eagle. 
There never was any idea of the Prime 
Minister's accepting the order, for, by do- 
ing so, ho would have created em- 
barrassing and undesirable misapprehen- 
sions in every court in Europe. Moreover, 
the Queen must have returned the compli- 
ment by giving the Order of the B»th to 
Caprivi, which would have strengthened 
the impressions ahraad, which it was the 
object of Her Majesty und Salisbury to re- 
move. 

The only statesman who was ever made a 
Knight of the Bluck Eagle was the Duke of 
Wellington, who received the great Prussian 
order from Frederick William III. after the 
battle of Waterloo. 

MfZZLIKC THE PRESS. 

The consideration of nearly 100 cases of 
what is called an outrage to the emperor are 
pending in Germany, und their increased 
number excites wide-Bpread uneasiness. 
Several new charges, have arisen out of the 
recent slight accident on board the Imperial 
yacht, one of them appropriately enough 
having been exaggerated by foreign papers. 
They are, as a rule, disposed of by ft brief 
term of imprisonment, but they are calcu- 
lated to make the existing regime very un- 
popular. 

A SICKLY PRINCE, 
Crown Prince of Portugal, a weakly 
child of four years, is Buffering greatly from 
a severe illness. His father, who has in- 
creased in weight to an alarming extent 
since his accession, is advised very strongly 
by his physicians to make a visit to Carls- 
bail, but the political and financial compli- 
cations of Portugal render it impossible for 
him to quit the kingdom. 

ANOTHER ROYAL VISITOR. 

"Before the year is out England is to wel- 
come another royalty in the wealthy Maha- 
rajah of Mysore. His departure, however, 
is attended by boiiic difficulty. Certain 
priests in Southern Iudiu have been deputed 
to study the abstruse questions involved in 
the project before the Maharajah imperils 
his custe by crossing the black water. 

DEATH OF A FAMOUS CHARACTER. 

One of the most familiar characters in 
Parisian musical circles lias vanished for- 
ever. Countess de Chanibrun was a per- 
sonal fiiend of every singer who has won 
success during the last 40 years, and she de 
voted large sums, for she was wealthy us 
well as Wagnerian, in the organization of 
musical performances in her magnificent 
music room, with her own maitre de uhnpelle, 
Mme. Colonne, as conductor. Nilsaon, 
Melbai, Unzande and Conneau have been 
among her latest favorites, and she patron- 
ized B&ch and Handel as well as Wagner. 
Her trunks were already packed for that 
yearly pilgrimage to Buyreuth, which she 
never missed, when she caught a violent cold 
which carried her oil'.

THE MEXICAN ARMY. 



Why tho Strict Enforcement 
Discipline la Necessary. 



of 



Its Ranks Contain Many Criminals, Who 
Aro Summarily Dealt with In Case 
of Insubordination— A mili- 
tary Penal Institution. 

The discipline of tho Mexican army is 
not tempered with mercy. The dispatch 
from Juarez which stated that four 
Mexican soldiers who had taken part in 
a mutiny would he shot the next morn- 
ing occasioned no surprise to people 
wlio know how summarily the Mexican 
government deals with eases of that 
sort. A mutinous soldier stands very 
little chance of his life if the command- 
ing officer thinks he ought to be shot. 

Although this rigid enforcement of 
discipline may seem harsh to Ameri- 
cans, it is, says the Denver Repub- 
lican, in probably a majority of cases, 
necessary in Mexico. The .Mexican 
army is composed chiefly of Indians. 
Indeed, by far the greatest part of the 
Mexican population is either of pure 
Indian blood or of Indian blood mixed 
with that of some other race. There 
are very few full-blooded whites in 
.Mexico. Soldiers like those which 
compose nearly the whole of the Mexi- 
can army have to be dealt with very 
rigidly in order to maintain discipline. 

The Mexican army is a kind of penal 
institution in this, that a great many 
criminals who are not shut are forced 
into the army. It was in this way thai 
brigandage was stopped in that coun- 
try. The leaders of the brigands were 
given ofliees in the army and their men 
were forced into the ranks. Although 
this broke up the lawless bands, it in- 
troduced a very dangerous element into 
the army, which can be held in check 
only by the most rigid methods. 

In Italy and Russia the army is looked 
upon as a kind of school for men of the 
lower class. They are taught obedi- 
ence, and a national spirit is developed 
in them by their connection with the 
military arm of the government. They 
are withdrawn from local associations 
which might weaken their attachment 
to the government, and they are taught 
to look up to the authority of the na- 
tion as their guide. The maintenance 
of an army ior nuch a purpose as this 
would be wholly contrary to good pol- 
icy in a highly civilized country. But 
in Russia and Italy it serves a good pur- 
pose, and what is true of those coun- 
tries is, particularly, true of Mexico. 

The Mexican army amounts to about 
thirty-one thousand officers and men. 
It is completely under the command of 
President Diaz, who can use it as he 
pleases for the maintenance of his au- 
thority and the preservation of order. 
If it were not for the army Mexico 
would probably break ou'j'a a revolu- 
tion in a very short time, because [here 
is a strong element of opposition to Diaz 
among the people. 

An arbitrary government is better 
than no government at all, and although 
the government of Diaz is very much 
like a military despotism it is the best 
government that Mexico ever hail. It 
is stable: and if he and his successors 
shall maintain agovernment of this sort 
for the next twenty-live years, Mexico 
will by the end of that time have ad- 
vanced so far that the people will be 
able to appreciate liberty in something 
like the American understanding' of the 
term. But this would be impossible 
without the aid of the army. Indeed, it 
Would be better to raise the army to 
one hundred thousand men rather than 
reduce it to a force too small to buhl the 
revolutiouists and the lawless charac- 
ters generally in subjection. 



WOMEN AS FUR BUYERS. 

As a Kulo They Have nut a Limited 
Knowledge of tho Goods- 
Very few women have any practical 
knowledge of furs, declares the Brook- 
lyn Eagle. The buying' and selling of 
skins have been principally the busi- 
ness of shrewd, sharp men, but in one of 
Brooklyn's stores there is a young' woman 
who can tell you at once the quality of 
the skin in question. She has much 
practical knowledge of the goods she 
handles and it very often happens that 
customers ask for her, feeling great 
confidence in what she tells them. This 
girl not only took the prize for having 
-sold the largest number of garments 
through the holidays, but has also just 
taken a very large order, perhaps the 
largest single order ever taken in 
Brooklyn or possibly New York. More- 
over, the garment is for a Brooklyn 
woman, to be of cloth lined with silver 
tipped Russian sable, the linings alone 
tocost one thousand four hundred and 
eighty dollars. It is to be w >rn next 
winter. It is a well-known fact that 
the price of furs is continually cm the 
increase. A buyer of skins says that 
he has just paid fifteen thousand dol- 
lars for the same number of skins 
which last year at the same time cost 
the firm only eight thousand dollars. 
At this rate furs will soon be a great 
luxury. They are not so extravagant, 
however, as it at first appears, for often 
lining's or sets, well kept, are banded 
down as heirlooms through several gen- 
erations. A woman who took her grand- 
mother's twosetsof mink — tippet, muff 
and cuffs — and made them into a fancy 
iioor mat, was inclined to regret the pro- 
ceeding when told the first of the winter 
mink was to be fashionable, but mink 
as a wearing fur has not been a success. 
The furs look quite as well made into a 
hearth rug- as they would have done 
made over into a cape. 



A Small Deposit. 
The smallest deposit ever made, in 
Wichita, Kan., was that of the postmas- 
ter, who placed one cent to a special ac- 
count of a C'amanche county postmas- 
ter in the Wichita national bank, who, 
in his quarterly settlement last fall, was 
found short that amount. The depart- 
ment will be duly notified of the credit 
made.

ARNOLDI'S EVIDENCE. 
Another Olllclal Got Hoodie and Present!. 

Ottawa, July 28.— At the public accounts 
committee meeting this morning Oobeil, 
Deputy Minister of Public Works, question- 
ed by Uol. Amyot re the Bancroft signatures 
to i he Kingston graving dock contract, said 
ho remembered three gentlemen coming to 
sign the contract ; two of them he Uuew to 
be the Connollys, the third was introduced 
to him us Buneioft by one of the Connollys. 
He did not know Bancroft, tiuheil added 
that as fur us he knew no cheques for ten- 
ders were received by telegraph. 

Arnoldi, cluef mechanical engineer of the 
public works, admitted thut the account tor 
8500 in the nuuie of J. K. Wilson, Montreal, 
for services of the yacht " Joe" in the iiscid 
year 1889-90 was made out under his own 
directions. After Wilson signed the receipt 
ho always returntd the cash to witness. 
Continuing, witness said the "Joe" was 
originally registered in the name of W. A. 
Allan, ol Ottawa. Arnoldi purchased the 
yacht in the United States and paid the 
customs duties. Further on he admitted he 
bud been given the boat by his brother in- 
law, Mi'. Weddie, in consideration of other- 
private matters. He hud her subsequently 
registered in Wilson's name in order to 
avoid notoriety. Lister created no little 
amusement by a rigid examination of 
Arnoldi regarding the expenses of the "Joe" 
the last fiscal year. The auditor-general's 
report shows that witness received during 
the season in all about $640. Of this amount 
S-'ilIU was paid Wilson for witness, the bal- 
ance being made up of expenses charged by 
Arnoldi. During the year referred to 
Arnoldi combined business with pleasure in 
a cruise from Valleytield to the head of Lake 
Ontario. Mis. Arnoldi and several friends 
kept him comdany. It cone out that the 
witness bought all supplies and furnished 
meals to the crew at 23 cents each. All this 
time Mr. Arnoldi drew §3.50 per day for 
government allowance for traveling ex- 
penses. Dovetailed in tho accounts were 
various items for hack hire ami railway 
fares en route. Turning to another phase 
of the subject, Arnoldi said his private 
transactions with Mr. W. A. Allan, of 
Ottawa, aggregated §00,000. Both visited 
Lockport together. In that ciiy Arnoldi 
purchased dredges for Allan, securing a re- 
duction of §~i00 on each. Witness admitted 
he had made a good bargain because he had 
given government orders to the dredging 
firm. Allan gave hi.n substantial acknow- 
ledgement in the shape of a cheque. 

Lister — Did you not declare here last yeur 
that you did not own the " Joe ? " 

Arnoldi — I was not under oath, and I 
think I evaded the question by stating that 
she was registered in Wilson's name. 

Continuing, he admitted he had charged 
the Government for storage of dredging 
plant on his private property here. Arnoldi 
stated he dealt largely with Mr. Chan- 
teloup, brass founder, Montreal, but never 
received any commission or rebate. The 
firm gave him a pipe, and last winter while 
in Montreal he ordered a handsome table, 
but thus far no bill had been recehed. A 
cold chain he wore was also a gift from tho 
Chanteloup3. 

Arnoldi became very iiulignunt when 
Lister nsked him if tho firm had given 
diamonds to Mrs. Arnoldi. "No, they 
didn't," h" replied. "I am not a beggar on 
the street." Witness added that his daugh- 
ter was given a brooch by Chanteloup. He 
had also taken a fancy three years ugo to a 
horse then owned by a hotel keeper at 
Lacolle. John Wilson and witness visited 
the place together. Wilson paid $200 for 
the animal. Witness admitted he had not 
yet refunded the amount to his Montreal 
friend. He gave a history of the introduc- 
tion of the incandescent systems of electric 
lighting in the Parliament buildings. The 
plants were put in by the United States 
Electric Light Company and the Edison, 
After a short time the United States system 
was discarded and the Edison plant retain- 
ed. It came out under further examination 
thut Charles Benton, agent for the Kdison 
company in New York State, had presented 
Arnoldi with a pair of bronze dogs, valued 
at $500. The story is best told in his own 
woids : " 1 took quite a fancy to them and 
mentioned it to Charlie. I said, ' Charlie, 
I wish you could steal them and drop them 
in my back yard.' This was in the store of 
Mitchell, Vance & Co., New York. The 
dogs, sure enough, were dropped into my 
yurd." (Laughter.) 

Arnoldi, continuing, went on to say he 
had precedents for his conduct. He claimed 
that Robert Steed and Charles Mackenzie, 
brother-in-law and brother of Hon. Alex. 
Mackenzie, had drawn government money 
seventeen years ago under assumed names. 

A moment later a scene occurred. Lister, 
interrupted by Sproule, grew furious, and, 
leaning over the table, he sarcastically imi- 
tated the deep, guttural voice of the mem- 
ber for East Gray. It sounded like this, 
" Br r-r-r-r." The uproar which followed 
was simply deafening. Chairman Wallace 
rebuked Lister for his want of dignity, and 
for a few moments his voice could not be 
overheard amidst the noisy clamor. Lister 
attempted to reply, but finally McMullen, 
Lunderkin, and Mulock had their say. 
Witness came in for a severe ban 
ling for his flippancy, and the 
chairman was plainly told he had ex- 
ceeded his functions. Foster and Bowell 
defended the chairman, and Lister finally 
explained that he was simply imitating 
Sproule. 

Mulock moved tliafc James Stewart and 
Watts, of Winnipeg, be summoned to ex- 
plain items charged to civil government in 
Keewatin in connection with the patrol 
yacht Keewatin. He had a declaration 
from Stewart. He also read a communi- 
cation addressed by Stewart to Ottawa and 
Winnipeg papers, asserting that the charges 
of the yacht Keewatin were excessive and 
incorrect, ami added that it affected a high 
public official. 

Foster suggested that the witnesses be 
not .summoned until Gov. SchultZ could be 
communicated with. This was agreed to. 
Witness n ill he sent for next w eek, unless 
tho Lieut. -Governor makes satisfactory ex- 
planations in the meantime.
